liurnin^' wet or dain|) wood, or co il, 
instead of dry is much more wasteful 
and expensive than most people imag- 
ine and the subject is worthy of atteir 
lion. An extensive scries of c.\.pcri 
nients recently made at l!oclium, ( ha"- 
many, shows lhat si.\ tons of linely 
bri'kendry coal gives as much heat as 
about seven tons hurneil as wet as it 
could be if water were dashed upon it 
and dashed oS'for a short time. And 
this is the condilioii of much coal kept 
in damp vaults, leaky sheds, or out-of 
door.s. 'J'he b-ssoii is obvious; Iceep the 
coal inadrv place and condition, and .5 
to 1 i per cent less, according to ils 
tinene.is, will be needed lo obtain the 
same heat. There is a good .scieiititic 
e.xplauation of thi.s. Water, in chang 
ing to sieani, or cold vapor even — that 
is, in drvin.tjotr — conceals cti' iiuiket; hit 
ent, abo'ut 1,000 degrees of hetit. If 
healed to '_' I ."> degrees, the boiling 
point, the steam lanilly euiilains about 
■_'.jUO degn.'es of heat, although only 
L'l i! degrees are seiisilde, or are show a 
by the thermometer. 

The waste of heal is still L;reater in 
burning green or wet wood. Tlie.saji i 
or wate.r uses up— ihit is, carries oil 
in a laleiu state — a very hirge portion ' 
iif the heat produred by ils carbon, or i 
ils dry material. As much man and , 
team power is .required lo haul three or 
fi ur cords of green wood a> fur six or 
eight cords of dry wood. The lesson 
i.i: cut the fuol find split il as finely as 
it is to be used, in the grove; haul it 
home when well dried, and kia'p it in 
a dry [ilace for usi'. It wili be worth 
far more for heating |iur[ioseb than if 
burned green or wet, or daiii]) even. 
The only exception to this ruleisonly 
when, by reason of easier hauling on 
snow, and on tuaanint of the lei.^ure of 
men and teams in winter, il may he 
e.Kpedient to haul home the greeil wood 
then; but in ail cases h.-l it be well 
dried before it is used.

FEDERAL RELATIONS. 

It is becoming apparent to the most 
carelesB observer of Dominion politics 
tliat the ralationfe of Ottawa with thu suv- 
tral provincial govonimenta aro straiuoil 
and unsatisfactory. Either the feiloral 
government are assiimini^ powers that 
were nut de!e<;aled to iheiii by the British 
North America Act, or the act itself re- 
quires amendment if the confederation is 
to remain in a prosperous and harmonious 
state. The disallowance of the Streams 
Bill (an Ontuiio statute) and the charters 
of certain Manitoba railways aroused the 
ire of the grit party List year ; but their 
loyalty has been more recently disturbed 
by the passage of th.8 Dovniuion litjunr li- 
cense bill and a me.;4Ure empowering the 
Dominion government to disallow any 
provincial bill having for its object the 
charter of a railway. A late article in 

' the Toronto Ghhe, if it does not advocate 
treason, approaches the veiye of revolu- 
tion. It calls on the people of Ontario 
to resist by all the means in their power 
the aggressions of the federal govern- 
ment, declares that most of the legislation 
afibcting provincial rights is unconstitu- 
tional, and says an appeal to the highest 
power (the British privy council) will be 
made in every instance. Tlio American 
papers think they see in the (j'/of). ',< lioatile 
attitude incipient signs of a rebellion and 
gleefully invito Ontario to step out of the 
confederation frying pan info the Union 
tiro. Whatever may have been the under 
standing upon wliich the easturn jjrov- 
incea entered the (."anad.au unum, Uriti.sh 
Columbia did not auppv>se when ahe part- 
ed with her crown colony governuieut, 
and assumed the garb of a Canadian prov - 
ince, that she was parting witli any con- 
stitutional riglits that she previously poa- 
aeased. Before entering confederationsho 
could have chartered a dozen radway.s 
without entertaining the sliglitest fear of 
disallowance; she had control of her li- 
quor licenses and customs revenue— part- 
ing with the lattsr only under tiio treaty 
of confederation and accepting in its stead 
tho transcontinental railway. Now by 
the British North .America Act a prov- 
ince has power to charter railways or lines 
of ateamveasols within its borders nut 
baving'.a connection with any other prov- 
ince or extending beyond the limits uf 
the province; but tho power is reserved 
to the parliament of Canada to declare 
any line of steam vessels or railway to be 
•'for the general advantage of Canada. " 
This power was taken by iho passage of a 
Sfovernnjent nienanre at the late session, 
lihdthe Kootenay railway bill is believed 
to- ''tremble in the balance" in conse- 
quence. The '..Vo/yf .•<;iya that if that loll 
can be disallowed, any other railway char- 
tor passed by a provincial legialainro may 
share the saine fate. Tiie friction which 
this Dominion legislation h.is created is 
great, and while the lUobe i« endeavoring 
to incite (ho people to rebel, Mr. Nor 
quay, the premier of Manitoba, has 
adopted a more sensible and patriotic 
course.

Their powers 
of legislation aro circnniscribcd — hedged 
in by federal enactments and federal en- 
croachments. Their goverinnenta have 
scarcely room to breathe. When an act 
ia provincial in its scope and beneficial in 
its character it should not be coiiipellod to 
nin tho gauntlet of disallowance at Ot- 
tawa, where llie circnmstancM uhich 
called it into buiiig cannot, be underaloud 
or appreciated. In every instance where 
a law does not clash with Dominion legis- 
lation or usurp Dominion powers, it 
O.Ught to be become law. Mr. Nnnpiay's 

[jreaolution will do good although its prin- 
ciple may not at present be accepted liy 
the .other provinces. It points to a con- 
stitutional remedy for the evils -for they 
are evils- under which the provinces all 
labor. Relief must be had soon or agita- 
tion may assume a dangerous shape.

.Mediteranean and the bay of Biscay.

A portion of the 
goods of Mr. .r. H. Farthing, .-Vrinley, 
who refused to pay tines for non-compli- 
ance with the vaccination acts, were of- 
fered at public auctiori. \ number of Mr. 
Farthing's friends and synipaliiiaer.s 
marched U< the sale, headed by a brass 
band and .several banners, •n\ which were 
emblems e.xprcHsivo of anti])athy to vac- 
cina'ion laws. Mr. Farthing's goods were 
bought in, placed upon a wherry and re- 
turned to his home. A meeting was af- 
terwards held in front of the t iwn hall, 
speeches were delivered on the sul)ject of 
vaccination and ^\t. Fartliiiig received 
iiiiiny coiiiplinieiits for luving determined 
under tho circumstances not to pay tines. 

At Holwood, near Bromley, England, 
stands a venerable oak tree, with a huge, 
gnarled rodt projecting on one side into 
tho sliape of a rude seltet^.

ber of (ion rami. These vasca were ar- 
ranged to swing from a boom on the deck 
.if the viissci, and food for the voyage was 
provided , in thu shape of pans of live 
inirthworuis, under the care uf the ship's 
butcher, who was to feed the precious 
freight. 

The French gun factory at Fives, near 
Lille, ha.s just finished a canon which pre- 
sents some peculiarities of promotion and 
shape, but whose chief novelty ia a com- 
pact wrapper of line wire wound around 
it as tightly ae ponsiblo by an engine con- 
structed for the puri;o.se. Preliminary 
testa have shown that the rcsistipg; 
strength of the ({un metal is more largely!) 
increased by this device than it could be 
from an equal weight of similar metal cast 



with the; tube itself ; but whether or not 
the wire will 'stand the strain of con-

Nkw Yohk, .Tuly 4.— The Cunard line 
steauiship Aurania, which was disabled 
by the breaking of her machinery Satur- 
day afleriiuon, was towed into port to- 
day by several tuga. She reached the 
duck of the Company early in th3 even- 
ing, with all hands on board well, but 
with a dismal prospect of her speedy res- 
toraliuii to active duty in the ileet. U|) 
to the day of ihi) ficcideiit she made ex- 
traordinary time across the ocean, on her 
first trip, and the passengers wore ex- 
ceeiiingly enthusiastic over tho qu.ilities 
of tho aliq). The breaking of her in;ichin- 
ery was the only noleworthy incident of 
tho voyage .-Vfter she left Liverpool, 1 L 
days ago, all went well till last Wediiea 
day, when a delay of six hours was caused 
by the heating of tho packing about oiio 
of the low pressure cylinders. Without 
lhat trouble, which tempuiarily atup - 
peil her [irugress, she woulil have 
made, in the upinioii of her otlicers, 4:U) 
miles 111 twenty-four hours. .-V moro se- 
rious accident occurred at ;40 p.m. Sun- 
day, ;ifter the log had recorded a progress 
■ if ;i'J4 miles. Piliit John Llewellyn had 
been taken un board only a few moments 
before. Without any warning the con - 
necting rod of the high pressure cylinder 
snapped in iwaiii, breaking in the upward 
stroke, siiiaahiiig the cylinder to atoms 
and crushing an immense hole in the col 
uiiiii. Ill a niunioni the engine room was 
filled witli steam, while pieces of spatter- 
ed metal were flying in every direction. 
The report and tho hissing of the escap- 
ing steam were heard over the vessel, but 
the paaseiigora displaye.j no sign of panic. 
Those who were on dock sprang to tlieir 
feet, and for a few nioments there was 
llie coniiiiotion which always occurs when 
crowds re ilize something serious has hap- 
pened. When the uomiecting rod broke 
sec . ml engineer Lambert and two assist- 
ants were in the engine room. None of ' 
tbeiii were injured either by scalds oi- 
Iji'uises from ihe flying metal. Lambert 
w.is in the stoker's room, and tho iiiomeiit 
he hoard the repuil he rushed through 
ihe cluiids of vapor and shut off steam. 
Il.idil not been fur this action the dam- 
ige iloiii' woul I probably have been great- 
er, lu appreciation uf his courage lhe 
pasaeiigora ol lhe sliij) raised a purao uf 
about vlInO and presented it to him un 
Ml iiiday afternoon. 

.\s soon as the engines had boon slop 
petl all possible sail was set, and the 
steamer proceeded slowly until 8 p. ni. 
Sunday. Then she was hailed by a pilot 
boat, and by the latter some woul of tho 
accident and a reiiueat wore sent lo the 
agents of the Cunard line in tliia city. 
The Aurania toon began to drift somewhat 
towards the southwest, and to prevent 
the possibility of hor reaching a danger- 
ous proximity to shore, her anchor was 
lowered with Hevoiity five fathoms of 
chain iiilo forty -five fattiuma of water. 
This was about 4:40. Tho saiiio after- 
iiiiuii she weighed anchor and made all 
sail, (..'aptaiii Haines estimates the dam - 
age at more than 8100,000. The ship 
will have tu go to tho Clyde under sail, 
and it w ill take a year to repair her. She 
is a Clyde built steamer of ToOO tons re- 
i/iate.'.
